Street Surfacing 

It is unfortunate that the early onslaught of 
cold weather in November prevented any work being 
done on the four-block hard-surfacing project planned 
by the town. 

After the beautiful fall weather this year it 
seemed reasonable to expect another two or three 
weeks at least of good weather and this would have 
been sufficient to complete the job. However, it was 
not to be. 

It is expected now that the hard-topping of the 
four blocks from 2nd Avenue (the hospital road) up 
past the central high school will be done early next 
spring. We think it not unreasonable to expect that 
this will be only the start of a program that will 
eventually see most of the residential streets in Vul¬ 
can hard-surfaced. 

The town’s present lack of borrowing power 
makes it necessary that this type of work be done 
on a frontage tax basis, but the response of house¬ 
owners to the initial project was good. Hard-surfacing 
of the portions of streets that front parks or other 
non-taxpaying properties must, of course, be paid 
for out of the town’s general revenues and on some 
streets this could be quite an expense to the town. 
But ways and means can and must be found to con¬ 
tinue the hard-surfacing program, for clean, sur¬ 
faced streets will add immeasurably to Vulcan’s 
attractiveness as a town.

(Continued From Front Page) 
married. Most land there was by 
government decree, still in the 
hands of the Indians and Mr. Gal¬ 
loway missed out on one strip that 
came up for sale, so moved on to 
Idaho. 

Later he settled in Idaho 
and in 1905 came the move to 
Canada. His family came first and 
he trailed horses much of the way 
through mountain passes and 
eventually homesteading began on 
what grew into three-quarters of 
land east of Kirkcaldy. 

Until about 24 years ago Mr. 
Galloway farmed the land and rais¬ 
ed 13 children who grew up with as 
many as 50 head of horses at a 
time. “I was horse crazy and 
everybody rode, . , . it’s a wonder, 
but none of them ever got hurt". 
His son Earl, now does the 


farming. 

Since the death of his wife, and 
with offspring everywhere he has 
done lots of "Tramping around”, 
down to Portland, Los Angeles and 
most of Alberta. 

Although using a cane and stay¬ 
ing close to home during the cold 
weather Mr. Galloway is in ex-, 
tremely good health, doesn’t read 
or watch TV much because of in¬ 
different eyesight, but has a lively 
sense of humour and a sharp mind 
still able to reel off dates and 
places over his many years. 

In the days when guns were 
worn for more than show Mr. 
Galloway did know the Dalton 
brothers Well and described them 
as “Nice boys who got into this 
bank robbing business and couldn’t 
get out no matter how they tried." 

Mr. Galloway eats heartily, gets 
nine hours sleep a night and will 
likely be wailing when next, his 
friend Santa, appears.

Federal Medicare Act 

The medicare bill as passed by 
the House of Commons on Dec. 
8, 1966, has now received Royal 
Assent and is now the law of the 
land, but will not be put into 
operation before July 1968. The 
principal provision of the Act is 
to pay half the cost of insurance 
plans set up by the provinces 
The province is responsible for 
health plans under the British 
North American Act. Before a 
provincial plan can qualify for the 
50% federal assistance, the pro¬ 
vincial law on medicare must 
satisfy the following criteria, as 
set forth in clause four, section 
one: 

(a) “The plan is administered 
and operated on a non-profit basis 
by a public authority appointed or 
designated by the government of 
the province . . .” 

(b) "The plan provides for and 
is administered and operated so as 
to provide for the furnishing of 
insured services upon uniform 
terms and conditions to all in¬ 
surable residents of the province

Christmas Tree 
History Traced 


Some historians trace the lighted 
Christmas tree back to Germany 
in 1546, or before. However, the 
use of candles apparently did not 
at once become firmly established 
as a decoration because mention 
of the Christmas tree custom in 
Germany a century later does not 
refer to lights. From 1700 on, when 
lights were accepted as part of the 
decorations, the Christmas tree was 
well on its way to becoming a 
tradition in Europe. During the 
American Revolution the tradition 
of the Christmas tree crossed the 
•Atlantic-with the Hessian soldiers. 
However, the practice did not 
gain much headway on this side of 
the Atlantic until about the middle 
of the nineteenth century.

On the other hand, 
applying liquid fertilizer in the 
seed row can supply sufficient 
quantities provided adequate 
amounts of plant nutrients are 
added say up to 10 gallons per 
acre. The application of liquid fer¬ 
tilizer to the leaves of cereal crops 
is limited in that the required 
amounts cannot b e supplied en¬ 
tirely as foliar spray. Tests in Al¬ 
berta have shown that liquid and 
granular fertilizers arc equally as 
effective in raising crop yield 
when equal amounts of plant 
nutrients are applied.
